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Young Colts on the Farm. 


Califorpia Spirit, when the young 


colts claim a share of the farmer's 


attention. Much of the annoyance 
which many find in working the 
mother can be easily anticlpated 
by a little forethought and the ex- 
ercise of a little natural tact. After 
it is twe weeks old the colt is as 
capable of living on three meals a 
day as is the calf, and it should be 
shut up in a yard or pasture, away 
from the mother while she is at 
work. Care must, of course, be 
Leaving 
the colts in a small lot with older 
colts or hörses will relieve the 
anxiety that is first felt when left 
alone. - A little cape as to the tem- 


— 


perature of the mother’s blood 


when the colt takes its milk is also 


important. If the mother is to be | 


worked constantly it is advisable 
to teach the colt to eat alittle bran 
and eats assoon as possible, and 
oy increasing this grain ration it 
will be ready for weaning earlier, 
and the weaning process will be 
more gradual and in every way 
more agreeable. If the colt is 
haltered and handled a half hour 
every day till two months old, and 
haltered and led regularly at least 
once a week after this, it will be 
much better for it in every way.

Blood will tell. It will tell about 
next spring when your colt is 
dropped. It will tell in about two 
years from now when you size up 
the yearlings and set down their 
value in taking an invoice of your 
resources. It will tell in five or six 
years from now when you have a 
Lorse or a team or two to sell. It 
will tell in your bank account, 
Did you ever see a man that bred 
scrubs and mongrels that had a 
bank account? Make a note of 
these points, farmers, when you 
cast about fora stallion to breed 
to, and don’t let a few dollars in 
the service fee keep you from rais- 
ing the only kind of a horse that 
there can possibly be any profit in 
raising, and one for which there is 
a market at any season of the year. 
You will doubtless be glad to give 
ten times the difference between 
the cost of service for a good horse 
and inferior one when colts. are 
ready for the market if ycu could 
only doit. The mistake can never 
be corrected. Look well to what 
you do now.

The Antiquity of Female Services in to 
Art of Healing--Some Historic Facts 
Worth Remembering. : 

Dr. Sophia Jex-Blake, in her work on 
medical women, takes us to the earliest 
classical times. ‘ | 

In the Iliad there ismention of Agamede+ 

a woman skilled in the science of medi- 

cine; and, again, similar reference also 

occurs in the Odyssey. In France, in the 
fourteenth century, we have the negattve 
evidence of there being women practicing 
medicine and surgery, forin a document 
of 1311 “surgeons and female surgeons 
are forbidden to practiceif they had failed 
to pass a satisfactory examination before 
the proper authorities.“ In England wo 
are told that women practice’! in the time 

of King John with full legal authorit . 

There is no question that there have, in 
all times, been a great many women call- 

ing themselves midwives, and earning a 

scanty livelihood as such in England; 

but the dignity and importance which he- 

longed to them in the Middle Ages, as a 

profession scientifically studied and car. 

ried out under proper control,“ has become 

a thing of the past. 

In the fifteenth century midwives wero 


duly licensed, The first of whom we fnd 


any account is Margaret Cobbe, who hid 
a yearly salary from the crown. She at- 
tended Elizabeth, wife of Edward IV., at 
the birth of Edward V., and special pro- 
vision was made for her rights and 
privileges by an act of parliament. In 
the sixteenth century the bench of bish- 
ops gave particular attention to the 
question of midwives, and curates wero 
enjoined to teach and instruct them of 
the very words and form ot baptism.” 

It was in consequence of the ceremony 
of baptism being sometimes perfor.red, 
in cases of urgency, by midwives, that 
they were examined in their duties not 
only by a doctor, but bya bishop. There 
was much complaint made of the bishops 
giving their license without taking any 
care to find out if they possessed “‘needful 
knowledge or instruction.“ 

In 1567 the archbishop of Canterbury 
granted a license to Eleanor Pead, mid- 
wife, and required her to take a long oath 
to fulfil her duties faithfully; and among 
other things, she bound herself to use the 
proper words at baptism, and, moreover, 
to use pure and clean water, and not any 
rose or damask water.“ 

It is clear that in early times women 
took a much higher stand and position in 
nursing and medicine than has been 
given to them till within the past few 
years again. It may be that they lost 
their position because the feeling of the 
times changed, and, in consequence, they 
were denied the opportunities of needful 
study and instruction, 

Now the tide has turned in their favor, 
and the chance is offered them of recover- 
ing that which was formerly their undis- 
puted right.—The World’s World,
